THE CELESTIAL BODY.

Almost every doctrine of revelation is 
confirmed by some remarkable analogy. in 
the system of nature. The insect, after 
lying entombed for weeks, perhaps for 
months, in its chrysalis mausoleum, hears 
some resurrection voice which calls it from 
its burial. It bursts its cerements; and ex- 
panding its beauteous wings, painted with 
every rainbow hue, launches into the air, 
rejoicing in the sunbeams, and sipping nec- 
tar from every flower. This emerging of 


the butterfly from the temporary grave of ; 


the worm, as 

“ It flies and swims, a flower in liquid air,” 
seems to be the illustration, the scenic ex- 
hibition which nature gives of the doctrine 
of the final resurrection. Paul attempts to 
give some faint conception of that “ celes- 
tial body” we are to receive at the resur- 
rection, by comparing it with the graceful, 
fruitful stalk which rises from the burial of 
the kernel of grain. The dry and shriveled 
grain is the germ from whence the beautiful 
blade emerges. Thus doss Paul present 
the whole vegetable world, the uprising of 
the plant or tree from the buried seed, as 
illustrative of the resurrection of the body 
from the grave. The majestic oak, monarch 
of the fields, whose branches are the harp- 
strings on which the tempest plays its an- 
thems, is but the resurrection of the buried 
acorn. The apple-tree, in its June morning 
bloom, most gorgeous of earth’s bouquets, 
whose fragrance fills the air, and in the 
warm bosom of whose flowers ten thousand 
bees murmur their joy, is but the resurrec- 
tion of a dull, dead seed. 

Parnel, in his beautiful poem, “ The Her- 
mit,” endeavors to describe the imagined 
change of a mortal to an angel: 


“ His youthful face grew more serenely sweet ; 
H is robe turned white, owed fod his feet. 
Fair rounds of radiant points invest his hair : 


Celestial odors breathe t h purpled air ; 
And vee. whose colors glittered in meh 
Wide, at his back, their gradual plumes display 
But silence here the beauteous angel broke: ~ 
The voice of music ravished as he spoke.” * 


_ This poetic conception, beautiful as it 
is, but feebly delineates the reality of that 
joyful change to take place when this cor- 
ruptible shall put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall put on immortal ty. The same 
body that is buried is to be raised, but in a 
condition very different from that in which 
it formerly existed. How great the con- 
trast between the kernel of wheat which is 
sown, and the beautiful stalk, waving in 
golden ripeness in the autamnal breeze! 
The seed of an elm is wafted by the wind 
into the meadow. It germinates and rises 
from its burial. Half a century passes 
away, and there stands the lordly tree, 
proud monarch of the fields. Noble oxen 
wae beneath its shade, and birds of 
v song and plumage rear their young 
and warble their alkene within ite wide. 

Let the corporeal elements which com- 
pose these mortal bodies be dispersed as 
Widely as they may, and let them enter into 
any other combinations which God may 
choose, where is the philosopher so auda- 
aa as to assert that these elements, by 
heir dispersion, lose their vitality, and can- 
not, by the power of God, -be»re-collected

A SCENE IN VIRGINIA. 


It was not a hundred miles from where 
the Rebel Army is now eneamped that I 
once went to visit an old Virginia friend. 
We had known eath other in beybood. He 
had married and-settled down on @ farm well 
stocked ‘with negroes. He’then invited me 
to visit him—net without mentioning that 
he had heard of my un-Virginian heresies, 
on the Slavery question; but he wrote, 
“that subject we can sink in the river 
Styx.” I went, and found bim pleasantly 
environed, and happy. Old times were 


talked of. In the evening, when we sat 


talking of the old sebool-scenes, his beauti- 
ful bride sitting near, Slavery not yet dis- 
tantly alluded nor in «hour thoughts, a 
groan was beard outside ‘the door, and the 
exclamation : “O, my God!” ‘The husband 
started—the young ‘wife was out of the 
door in an instant. There was a noise—a 
moaning voiee replying to an eager, quick 
one; what they said, undistinguishable. 
Presently the door of the parlor was burst 
open, disclosing in the- hall, sitting on the 
floor with her head on a chair, and sobbing 
violently, a light mulatto woman. The 
young wife of my friend stood before us, 
pale as a sheet, and deeply stirred. Scarce- 
ly, for her tremendous emotion, could she 
inform us of the trouble, which was that the 
husband of Fanny (the mulatto girl) had 
been sold South, and been taken off that 
day without even being allowed to come 
over to this neighboring estate and see his 
wife. But never, never can I forget the 
emotion and the voice with which my 
friend’s young wife uttered her whole heart. 
She held up*the whole system as an ac- 
cursed, God-defying system ; if by lifting 
her finger she could set every slave in Ame- 
rica tree, that moment she would do it, and 
there would be no more white throats cut 
than ought to be. In vain the busband re- 
minded ber that they were not alone ; erect 
as a sun-beam, full of electric wrath, this 
Pythoness stood before me, and warned me 
that I could never hate Slavery too much. 
And so she went on, with an eloquence that 
Phillips would envy, until the pallor was 
overborne by a suffasion, and the flush came 
with a rain of tears, and she went to kneel 
with the poor, broken heart in the hall. The 
husband closed the door on the scene; but 
you may judge that we did not “ sink that 
subject in the river Styx” that night! 

1 do most earnestly declare, as one born 
and reared in slaveholding Virginia, that 
such scenes are by no means rare in any 
part of that State. I am convineed that 
those ministers in the North who have de- 
fended Slavery are either wretchedly igno- 
rant of what they speak of, or utter hypo- 
crites. A few years ago, the Rev, Dr. 
Dewey, returning from a visit to Charleston, 
S. C., where he had been delivering a series 
of lectures, on a sieambout between 
Nortolk and Richmorid. The boat was bail 
ed from the shore, and two gentlemen, F. 
F. V.’s, came on the boat, supporting on 
either side a light mulatto man, who 
gasping for life. This young man run 
away from his owner, and was closely pur- 
sued. When he found: that he must be 
caught, his master and master’s son being 
close upon him, the mulatto drew out a 
knife, and deliberately cut bis own throat. 
He soon died. Dr. Dewey himeelf related 
this to me, and since that day 1 have heard 
or read no word from that eloquent minister 
except in reprobation of Slavery: O s¢ sic

A paper read by Dr. W. M. Cornell, at 
the last meeting ot the New-England His- 
toric-Geneological Society, in Boston, gave 
the following interesting anecdotes of Ste- 
ben Girard.

Mr. Coates was one of the managers of the 
“ Pennsylvania Hospital,” which was then 
much in want of funds. He yndertook to 
get a donation from Mr. Girard, and, meet- 
ing him in the street, stated his object. Mr. 
Girard asked him to come to him the next 
morning. Mr. Coates called, and found 
Girard at breakfast. He asked him to take 
some, which Mr. Coates did. After break- 
fast, Mr. Coates said, “ Well, Mr. Girard, 
we will proceed to business.” “ Well, what 
have you come for, Samuel?” said Mr. Gi-

National Preservation and its Cost- 


It cannot be denied that our two most 
considerable battles with the  enemy—that 
in Virginia and that) in Missouri—have 
fallen tar short of the expectations of the 
country. In the former we were repulsed, 


amidst panic and confusion; and in the lat- 


ter, though not repulsed, we gained at best 
but a doubtful advantage. From some cause 
or other, the organization of our army has 
been exceedingly defective, and the courage 
of too many of our regiments has failed in 
the crisis of battle. The incompetency of 
so many of the volunteer officers, undoubt- 
edly, has much to do with both of those 
facts.

The cinnamon gardens in the neighbor- 
hood of Colombo, although for the most 
part gone to decay, nevertheless impart to 
the whole scene a singularly cheerful, 
agreeable aspect The bushes, from four to 
six feet in height, with their smooth, bean- 
tiful, light green leaves, resemble. those of 
the bay tree, and their pale yellew stamens 
shoot up doubly fresh and succulent, from 
the snow-white quartz soil in which they 
best thrive. The flowering season of the 
cinnamon is ip January, and the fruit ripens 
in April, when the sap is richest in the 
shrub. In May the boughs are begun to 
be “barked,” which process continues till 


the yearling shoots, which are about the 
thickness of a man’s thumb, is very labori- 
ous, and employs many hands. Each la- 
borer cuts off as many as he can conveni- 
ently carry in a bundle, then, with the 
point of a crooked knife, made for the ex- 
press purpose, strips the entire rind from 
the wvod, carefully scrapes off the exterior 
cuticle and innermost layer, and Jays the 
stripped off cinnamon rind, now reduced to 
the thickness of parchment, in the sun, 
where it dries and curls together. 

All around the hut, in which the peeling 
of the rind is carried on, is diffused a most 
exquisite aroma, caused by the breaking of 
the leaves or twigs. What is related, how- 
ever, by travellers, of the fragrance of the 
cinnamon forests, which they have seented 
at a great distance seaward, would seem to 
indicate that this delicious odor emanates 
from various other aromatic plants in which 
Ceylon is so rich, rather than the cinnamon 
groves, the aroma of which, indeed, is not 
perceptible beyond the immediate vicinity. 
The best description of cinnamon is not so 
thick as stout paper; and is fine grained, 
flexible, light brown or golden yellow, sweet 
and pungent; the coarser qualities are 
thick-skinned, dark-brown, acrid, stinging, 
and leave a bitter after-taste, In tlie ware- 
houses, the cinnamon rinds and canes stered 
for shipping are piled upon each other, 
packed in bales of about ninety pounds 
weight each, and carefully sewed. In all

We regret that we 
have not bees furnished with the minutes 
of the Synod of Alta California as yet, but 
hope to obtain them for our next week's 
Phe Synod of the Pacific met in Napa. 
Rev. &. Buel, Moderator of the last Synod, 
“preached the regular sermon. His subject 
was of great practical interest, and m 
weeded for the times. 

Dr. Phelps, of Sacramento, was elected 
Moderator. There were present fourteen 
ministers and seven elders. The debates 
‘on the Loyalty resolutions were protracted 
and able. The vote resulted, in favor 15, 
opposed. 4 . The effect of this vote is a de 
marcation between the friends and foes 
the Federal Government. jis 

Action was also taken by the Synod 
bringing the City College, which during 
the last year had seceded from Synodical 
supervision, back to its first and true rela- 
tion. 


One of the members of this body was re- 
ported as having been dismissed by his 
Presbytery to the Presbytery of London. 

The Synod of Alta California met in 
Sacramento, and, in the absence of the 
Moderator of last year, Rev. Mr. Hamilton 
preached the opening sermon. The preach- 
er was also elected Moderator for the com- 
ing year. There were present at its session, 
twelve ministers and three elders. The 
sessions of the Synod were of unusual im- 

e, Action was taken in accordance 
with the plan of the General Assembly last 
May; in the organization a Board of Home 
Missions; also in relation to the establish- 
ment of a female College—the College of 
California—the Pactz1c—the State of the 
Country, etc., ete. Three new churches 
were reported to the Synod. Owing to the 
amount of business to be despatched before 
the next Anual meeting, a vote was passed 
to meet at the call of the Moderator. 

The General Association met in Sacra- 
mento and was organized by the election of 
Rev. E. S. Lacy as Moderator. 

_ There were present fifteen ministers and 
thirteen delegates, a larger attendance than 
upon any previous meeting. 

Decided action was taken upon the state 
of the country, Sunday Law, Home Mis- 

_sionary work, Sunday Schools and kindred 
subjects. The sermon was preached by 
Rev. E. 8. Lacy. The Lord’s Supper was 
celebrated jointly with the Synod of Alta 
California. Two new churches and one 
missionary station were reported. The 
meetings were marked with a great degree 
of harmony and interest. Friday after- 
noon, the Association took a recess to give 
a council called by the church in Grass Val- 
ley opportunity to examine and ordain to 
the Ministry of the Gospel Rev. John Kim- 
ball.’ The ordination took place on Friday 
evening; Rev. G. Mooar preached the ser- 
mon, Rey..E. §. Lacy made the ordaining 
_ prayer, the charge was given by J. A. Benton 
and the right hand of fellowship by Rev. J. 
H. Brodt. | 

The two Synods and the Association 
agreed to hold their next annual meeting in 
this city.

Synod of the Pacific. 

This Synod of the Old School Presby- 
terians of the Pacific coast met in the 
Presbyterian Church at Napa, October lst, 
1861, at half past seven o'clock P. M., and 
was opened with a sermon by the Moder- 
ator, the Rev. F. Buel, from 2 Tim. iii: 16, 
17. The sermon treated of the relations of 
the church to civil government. _ 

The Synod of the Pacific is composed of 


the Presbyteries of California, Stockton | 


and Benicia in California, and Oregon i 
Oregon, and Puget Sound in Washington \ 
Territory, with thirty ministers and twenty- 
five churches. A full attendance of all the 
representatives of the Synod would have 
amounted to fifty members. The actual 
attendance was twenty-one, as follows: 

Presbytery of California—W. C. Ander- 
son, D. D., A. Williams, F. Buel, A. W. 
Loomis, A. Scott, S. J. Wells, ministers, 
and N. Gray, J. B. Roberts and E. R. 
Hawley, ruling elders. 

Presbytery of Stockton—J. A. Anderson 
and J. Phelps, D. D., ministers, and James 
Crozier and G. J. N. Monell, ruling elders. 

Presbytery of Benicia—S. “Woodbridge 
Jr., D. D., J. Woods, A. Fairbairn, P. V. 
Veeder, N. B. Klink and T. Fraser, min- 
isters, and J. M. Hamilton and Robert An- | 
drews, ruling elders. 

The other Presbyteries and churches 
were not represented. 

The Rev. Joshua Phelps, D. D., was. 
chosen Moderator and the Rev. A. Scott 
temporary Clerk, after which the Synod 
adjourned to Wednesday morning at nine 
o'clock. Concluded with prayer. _ 

Wednesday morning the Synod met ac- 
cording to adjournment, and was opened 
with prayer.

The names of 
the Trustees are given in the pamphlet 
catalogue. Your Board of Regents not be- 
ing a local committee, nor a chartered body 
for any particular institution, but being 
charged with the geveral interests of educa- 
tion on this coast, and throughout your 
bounds, has deemed it best under the. au- 
thority granted to them in the resolutions 
adopted by your reverned body in 1859, to 
commit the above property and School to 
the special control and management of a 
Board of Trustees. In doing so they have 
however acted with much deliberation, and 
after having obtained the views of some of 
our ablest legal gentlemen, both in Califor- 
nia and Philadelphia, your Committee 
(Board) sought advice from the faculties of 
several of our Eastern institutions and from 
the Board of Education in Philadelphia, as 
to the kind of charter or act of incorpora- 
tion under which the property of the City 
College of San Francisco should be held, 
and the adyice of them all was that the 
Board of Regents should take the course 
substantially which they have taken. And 
at all events the subscribers of the money 
invested in the lot and the bnildings as far 
as known, were positive in requiring this 
property to be held by a Board of Trustees 
elected by themselves. ‘They were not will- 
ing it should be vested in any other kind of 


@ corporation. 

The resolutions above referred to as pass- 
ed by your body in 1859 are the following : 

“ Resolved, 3d. That it is deemed expedi- 
ent that a Grammar School be now estab- 
lished under the supervision and patronage 
of this Synod, in connection with the Old 
School Presbyterian. Ohurch, whose last 
General Assembly held its annual session 
in the city of Indianapolis, Indiana, which 
we hope will be the nucleus of a College or 
University to be organized under the con- 
trol of this Synod, when the wants of the 
country and the Providence of God seem 
to direct. 

“ Resolved, 4th. a Board of Regents 
be appointed, as was done by your reverend 
body in 1856, and that this Board shallcon- 
sist of ten members, with the privilege of 
increasing their number to thirteen, and 
that any five of them shall be deemed a 
quorum, and that the Board of Regents 
shall have power to collect, receive, take 
care of and disburse such funds and other 
estate, real and personal, as may be donated 
or divised for the purpose of establishing 
an institution or institutions of learning 
within your bounds, And, furthermore, 
that this Board of Regents be especially 
charged with the duty of carrying into ef- 
fect as speedily as possible the third of the 
foregoing resolutions, and that for this 
pose they have power to fix the location of 
the said school, and procure such buildings 
and apparatus as in their judgment may be 
thought expedient, and that this Board shall 
take such steps in general as they may 
deem advisable for the efficient and success- 
ful prosecution of the end contemplated in 
the aforesaid third resolution. 
© Resolved, 7th. This Board (Regents) is 
directed also to take such measures and at 
such time as it may deem expedient for ob- 
taining a charter or such other legal au- 
thority as may enable it to hold property in 
trust for the promotion of education under 
the direction of this Synod.” 

In their First Annual Report, Oct., 1860; 
the Board of Regents state: “ It affords us 
peculiar gratification to inform your rev- 
erned body that the Board, according to the 
instructions given in your fourth resolution 
of last October, has purchased for the loca- 
tion of the institution under Dr. Burrowes’ 
care, a fifty vara lot on the south-east cor- 
ner of Stockton’ and Geary streets, near 
Union Square, in San Francisco, an eligible 
and central position, for the sam of ten 
thousand dollars, and nearly the whole of 
this sum has been raised by the friends of 
the cause in the city, and we have assur- 
ances that at least the whole of this sum 
will be raised immediately.” 

The above cited facts and proceedings are 
all that your Committee deem necessary to 

lace the present subject in a clear and intel- 
ligible light before the members of the Synod.

From a survey of our field and review of 
our work during the past year, and an esti- 
mate of results as bronght to view by the 
reports made at this meeting, we feel con- 
strained to record our deep and heartfelt 
gratitude to the great Head of the Church, 
our Divine Master, for giving us a field of 
labor so boundless jn its capadities for de- 

t and progress, so wonderful in its 
fertility, beauty and grandeur, the character, 
energy and rapid increase of its population, 
and its proximity to the vast masses of our 
east who are sitting in darkness and the 
shadow of death, by which a Christian 
civilization and church are brought face to 
face with barbarism and beathenism. 

We are constrained to record our grati- 
tude to God that during the past year the 
lives and health of all. our ministers and 
their families have been preserved, that 
their real necessities have been supplied, 
and that nothing has hindered their en- 
joying and using the privilege of preaching 
the gospel to the people of this State.

The Association. spent balfan hour? 
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The Committee on the State of the Coun- 


try reported as follows : ae . 

Wuereas, The result of the Presidential 
electivn of 1860, has been made the pre- 
text for unwonted agitation and extraordi- 
nary proceedings, on the part of individuals, 
jegislative bodies, and hurriedly gathered 
conventions, within the limits of the United 
States of America, during the last eleven 
months, resulting in civil war; 

And, Whereas, These movements, unex- 
ampled in our history, have demonstrated 
the existence of a formidable conspiracy for 
the overthrow of the National Government 
and the destruction of the Union, and bave 
jssued in an unnatural rebellion, terrible in 
its spirit and huge in itg proportions, threat- 
ening the existence of our free Government, 
our benign institutions, and noble liberties, 
and through them our national life ; 

And, Whereas, It is the high privilege 
of all the favored citizens of this great Re- 
public, on all fit occasions, especially in 
those assemblages which grow out of the 
spirit and life of their particular vocations, 
to give expression to their love for thetr 
country, their regard for the Government 
which protects them, and their obligations 
as subjects thereof; and their great duty to 
do so, in time of any grave complication of 
public affairs; Theretore, 

Resolved, ‘hut this Association deplores 
the decadence of the public morality, and 
those imperfections and sine, of every kind, 
which have led our people away from a 
proper sense of their dependence on God, 
the great Ruler of creation ; and especially 
that ignoring of their duties as Citizens, 
which has characterized the action of a large 
proportion of the better classes of our popu- 
lation, and that disposition to yield to the 
truculent domination of sectional factions, 
extensively prevalent, which have been the 
more immediate causes of our present 
calamities. 

Resolved, That in faith, heart, and hope, 
we are loyal to the Union, the Constitution, 
and laws of the land of our birth, first of all, 
and next to the government, constitution, 
and laws of the State in which we live ; that 
we are in favor of keeping the ites of 
the Union, of sustaining the National Gov- 
ernment at all hazards, and of maintaining 
it in honor and vigor to the end; and that 
we see no hope of the return of pro=perity, 
and of an enduring peace, except in the 
vizorous prosecution of this war, which has 
been forced upon the Government of the 
nation, until the rebellion is crushed, and 
the elements of treason are utterly annihi- 
lated. 

Resolved, That we recommend to our 
ministers to cherish in their own hearts the 
liveliest feelings of attachment to the Ameri- 
can Government, to pray the Divine sup- 
port and guidance in its behalf, and to ren- 
der to it the tribute of their best services ; 

and that they inculcate upon their congre- 
gations the duties of patriotism and citizen- 
chip, in all proper ways ; enjoining them to 
pay cheerfully their dues, to meet promptly 
every requisition, to be true and hearty in 
the discharge of all their oblig.tions, to 
have no sympathy with any insidious foe, to 
labor earnestly and pray fervently for the 
Government and for those who administer 
it, that its navies may ride upon the full 
tides of success, and its armies march forth 


into certain vietory ; and encouraging them . 


in the name of their fathers, and of their 
fathers’ God, to look for that ‘complete tri- 
umph of our righteous. cause, which shall 
place the nation more surely than ever in 
the van of the mighty forces of the Most 
High, that with firm and majestic tread 
move steadily onward to the grand consum- 
mation of his glorious purpo:es, in the civil- 
iza ion, freedom, and evangelization of all 
the world. 

The Committee on. Sunday Law and 
Sunday Desecrations respectfully report : 

That, at the closing hours of the session 
of the last Legislature, the law for the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath was passed, and 
since that time the Supreme Court unani- 
mously sustained the law. For all which, 
under the blessings of God, we feel devout 
gratitude to Him for thus crowning our 
effort in their behalf with suecess. Further

| will be absolutely necessary, and pro- 
vision for the purpose is recommended.

Waereas, There are large sections of 
our State, including many villiges of con- 
siderable size, and containing a large scat- 
tered population which i¢ not reached by 
any of our existing methods of spreading the

Whereas, Colporteurs have done good 
service in other similar portions of our 
country by preaching as they havé had op- 
portunity, visiting from house to house, and

Resolved, 1st. That it is highly desirable 
that two or more suitable men should at 
once engage in such a work in this state ; 
and that our churches will furnish the means 
necessary to sustain them.

ly decisive method of missionary work, dis- 
appointing the hopes founded on their last 
year’s action, and voluntarily severing old 
and cherished ties. 

3. Resolved, - hat, for ourselves, we will 
not desert the Society to which we owe so 
much ; and, rejoicing still in its catholic 
spirit and unseciarian processes, we pledge 
ourselves anew to its hearty and unwearied 
support. 

4. Resolved, That we reiterate our confi- 
dence in its capability to do all Home Mis- 
sionary work; and we recommend the use 
of its facilities to all who approve its spirit 
and principles. 

The following resolution was appended to 
the foregoing report: 

Resolved, That we cherish for our breth- 
ren who have heretofore codperated with us 
in the missi nary work, fraternal regard and 
affection : that we hope still and al-ays, to 
meet with them annnally, and to unite with 
them in devotional meetings and in such 
councils as we can hold in common. 


The committee on Destitutions and Sup- 
plies report : 

That five Congregational churches in the 

State are now without pastors or stated sup- 
plies, viz: the churches at Oroville, Nevada, 
Grass Valley, Diamond Springs and Moke- 
lumne Hill: and that several other promis- 
ing fields of labor are entirely destitute. 
_ For these destitutions we have no a-e- 
quate provision. ‘There are too few men on 
the ground, or expected, to supply even the 
vacant churches. We are sadly in want of 
men. 

The American Home Missionary Society, 
which has furnishe.1 so many, send no 
more at present, on account of its” financial 
straits. If the number of our laborers is 
enlarged, it must be through extraordin-ry 
exertions on the part of our own churches 
und congregations. 

In view of the facts, the committee re- 
commend the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

Resolved, That our churches in this State 
are called on to do more than ever before, 
and as much as possible for the Home Mis- 
sionary cause. 

Resolved, That congregatio-s heretofore 
aided trom the Eust are hereby urged to 
assume as much as possible of the burden 
of su-taining the Gospel. 

Resolved, That, as the case of the church 
at D'amond Springs, destiiute congregations 
will do well to send, themselves, for Eastern 
men, arranging to receive and support them 
with as little outsids aid as possible.

has finally crowned the years of patient la- 
bor and striving, fur the enactment of such 
alaw. We also hereby declare our gratifi- 
cation at the action of the Legislature in 
giving the people of this Siate «a law they 
have so long prayed for, and the Judiciary 
in unanimously sustaining its constitution- 
ality, thereby placing our State on commun 
ground with nearly all the other States. of 
the Union, where we hope always to stand 
henceforth. 

Your committee would further report, 
that from all the intelligence we have re- 
ceived, the Sunday Law is working success- 
fully, and promises to meet our highest ex- 
pectations.
